FOUR MEN BLOWN INTO ETERNITY. 


The Body of the Captain Found on the 


Deck of a Schooner Some Distance 
from the Scene of the Erploiion—Novel 
Accident 
OD a Southern Railway in 


Which One Perton Was Killed and 
Several Injured—Other Mllhaps. 
NEW YOKE, June 2s.—The steam tug 


Alice E Crew, lying at the pier at the foot 
of 
Vnubrunt street, South 
Brooklyn, 


Monday morning was blown to pieces by 
the explosion of the boiler and four of the 
five men asleep in her cabius were in- 
stautly killed. The boat made a trip to 
the fishing banks with a party of compos- 
itor employed on the Brooklyn papers and 
cu its reti'ra here pnt up at the VaDbrunt 
street wharf. 1 he fires were banked and 
the engineer aud mate went ashore with 
instructions to return at 3 o'clock in the 
morning. Shortly afterward Capt. Squires, 
Steward George Rogers and two firemen 
returned to their bunks just behiud the 
engine rjom. 


lie Awoke in the Water. 


At dawn Matthew Hartley, a deck hand, 


reported for duty and found the crew 
fatill asleep. He prepared the fire, and 
after a cursory examination threw him- 
self into one of the vacant bunks to await 
the arrival of the engineer, Matthew 
Gonghlin. He awoke in the water with 
his leg- badly lacerated, and was picked 
up by a passing tug. Then, according to 
his own statement, he learned, for the 
first time, that the tug had blown up. The 
l>oat, which was considered a staunch one 
and fir.-t-class in,every particular, was 
totally wrecked, nothing but a few frag- 
ments being found florting on the water. 
The fone of the explosion was BO great 
that a barge alongside of the tug went 
to the bottom. TUB tug was valued at 
t7,OW); injured. 


Narrow Escape of the Engineer. 


The victims of the explosion were: Capt. 


Squires, the two firemen and the steward. 
The body of the captain was found upon 
the decK of a schooner lying in a neigh- 
boring dock and the body of the steward 
was takeen from the water some distance 
from tin- sxploiion. The firemen, it is be- 
lieved, went down with the wrecked hull 
of the unfortunate craft. The engineer, 
Matthew Coughlin. had a narrow escape. 
He was just coming from the dock on his 
way to the tug when the explosion oc- 
curred,

The freight en- 
gine struck the passenger engine with 
full force and the collision opened the 
throttle of the passenger engine which, 
without any occupant, started back to- 
ward the train. It was going.forty miles 
an hour when itst ruck the passeu^ertrain. 
An express car and a passenger coach 
were completely wrecked. A negro nurse 
emplojed by O. M. Reynolds was instant- 
ly killed, the infant of Mr.Reynolds severe- 
ly injurt-d, Mrs. Abner Bither, wife of 
the conductor of the train, badly hurt and 
several other passengers more or less 
bruised.
